The Washington

BY PEARSON AND VIXEN 
W ash in g to n — The diplomatic reports 
which P resident Roosevelt now has on his 
desk all indicate that the war has reached 
the m o st crucial point in its variegated 
history, and that adroit, even strong-arm 
diplomacy by the United States might tip 
the balance to a British victory. 
How this may he done is now the most 
vital question before the White House and 
State Department. 


To u n d ersta n d the role which the Uni­ 
ted S ta te s may or m ay not play in tipping 
this balance, one must look back on the 
history of this war. 


The 
attempt 
to 
invade 
England 
last 
S epte m ber stands out like the Battle of 
the M arne, when in 
1914 the Germans 
came within a few miles of toking Paris. 
Had they penetrated fifteen miles further 
the outc om e of th e World W a r would 
have been different. 


But from that m om ent on, the World 
W a r settled down 
to a long drawn-out 
siege, in which the sticking powers of the 
G e rm a n people were pitted against the im­ 
mense resources of th e Allies, and during 
which th e German war machine lost its 
im m ed ia te advantage of advance prepara­ 
tion. 


Twenty-six years later — In September, 
1 940— the Battle of Britain seems to have 
been alm o st identical. At one tim e the 
G erm ans actually had barges loaded with 
men head for British ports. But th e alert­ 
ness of the Royal Air Force, plus bad 
w eather, drove the m hack. 
The entire force of H itler’s mighty mili­ 
tary machine, afte r years of painstaking 
preparation, was poised for this attack. 
Now t h a t the attack has failed, Hitler has 
had to settle down to a waiting, harassing 
policy. 
Such a policy easily can be disastrous. 
For th*1 key to Hitler's political success 
has been his constant, uncorking of vic­ 
tories 
for the G erm an 
people. 
Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, 
Norway, 
Denmark, 
Hol­ 
land, Belgium, and F rance all have been 
h**ld up as the glorious reward for terri­ 
fic sacrifice and suffering. 
— HITLER'S WORRY— 
F o r five month s now th ere have been 
no new conquests, no new trium phs to 
celebrate, instead British airplanes have 
d um ped almost nightly death over Berlin, 
H a m b u r g and the Ruhr. These, plus their

straitened

circumstances. 
are th e chief things the G erm an people 
have had to th in k about. On top of them 
have com e two o th e r im portant develop­ 
ments.
